A furious party 
I'pirit, when it rages in

and bloodllied'; and when it is under it^- 
greateft: rertraints, naturally breaks out into 
falfehood, detradlion, calumny and \\ jrariial 
adminiflfiition of jullice. 
Jn a word ]t fills 
a nation with ipleen and rancour, and ex- 
tinguiihes all the feeds of good-nature, com- 
paiFion and humanity. 


Plutarch fays very 
finely, 
that 
a man 
llunilu not allow himfelf to hate even his 
enemies, becnnfe, fays he, if you indulge 
this paifion on fome occafions, it will lile 
of itfelf in others ; if you hate your ene- 
mies, you will contrad\ fuch a vicious habit 
uf mind, as by degrees will break out upon 
thole who are your friends, or thofe who 
.ire indifferent to you. 
I might here ob- 
lerve, how admirably this precept of mora- 
lity, which derives thc malignity of hatred 
from the paflion itfelf, and not from its ob- 
jfct, anfwera to that great rule whi( h was 
dirtated to the world about 
an 
hundred 
years before this philofopher wrote ; but 
inltead of that, I fliall only take notice, with 
a real grief of heart, that the minds of ma- 
ny good men are foured vrith party princi- 
[ I c, aod alienated froin one another in fuch 
a man.ier, as feems to ii.e altogether 
incon- 
ii!i;ent v/ith the dictates either of realon or 
itligion. 
Zeal for a public caufe is apt to 
breed paifioni in the hearts of virtuous per-

n r N H E i x E cannot a greater judgment 
JI 
bef.tl a country than fuch a dreadful 
fpirit of divifion as rends a govern­ 
ment into tv.o didinft people, and makes 
them greater lh angers, and more averil to 
one other, than if the) wert a x ia lly two 
different nations. 
The effects of fuch a 
cliviHon arc pernicious to the lad degree, 
not only with regard to thole advantages 
which they give the common enemy, but to 
thofe priva*e evils which they produce in 
the heart of almud every perfon. 
Phis in­ 
fluence is very fatal both to men’s morals 
and to their unde*Handings » it links the 
virtue of a nation, and not only To, but de- 
droy's even common fenfe. 
\ furious party l’pirit, when it rages in 
its full violence, exerts itfclf in civil w^r 
and bloodied’ ; and when it is under it! 
greated r e d r a f t s , natuially breaks out into 
falfehood, detraftion, calumny and ,» partial 
adnhniftration of judice. 
In a word it fills 
a nation with lplccn and rancour, and ex- 
tinguillies all the feeds of good-naturc, com­ 
panion and humanity. 
Plutarch lays very finely, that a man 
ihould not allow himfelf to hate even his 
enemies, bccaufe, fays he, if you indulge 
this paflion on ionic occafions, it will rile 
of itfeli in others ; if you hate your ene­ 
mies, you will contrail Inch a vicious habit 
of mind, as by degrees will break out upon 
thole who are your friends, or thole who 
are indifferent to you. 
I might here ob- 
lerve, how admirably this precept ot mora­ 
lity, which derives the malignity of hatred 
from the paflion itfclf, and not from its ob- 
j e ct, a ’ii wet s to that great rule which was 
iiic\ated to the world about an hundred 
years before this philofopher wrote ; but 
iudead of that, I fliall only take notice, with 
a real grief of heart, that the minds of ma­ 
ny good men arc loured with party princi- 
pl c, and alienated from one another in loch 
a manner, as feems to inc altogether incon- 
Ii de ut with the diftates either of realon or 
itligion. 
Zeal for a public caille is apt to 
breed paflions in the hearts of virtuous per- 
Ions, to which the regard to their own pri­ 
vate intered would never have betrayed 
them. 
It this party Spirit has To ill an rfTeA on 
our in >rals, it has tikewife a very great one 
upon our judgment*.— W e often fee a poor 
inlipid paper or pamphlet cried up, and fume 
times a noble piece depreciated, by thole 
who are of a different principle from the 
author. 
One who is a d ia te d by ibis fpirit, 
is almoft under an incapability ofdifcerning 
either real b’f nudies or beauties. 
A man 
of merit in a different principle* is like an 
objeft Teen in two different mediums that 
appears crooked or broken, however draight 
and entire it may be in itlelf. 
For this rca* 
Ton there is fcarce a perfon of any figure, 
who does not go by two contrary charac­ 
ters, as oppoflte to one another as light and 
darkncfs.— Knowledge and learning fuffer 
in a particular mannri from this Orange 
prejudice, which at prefcnt prevails among 
all ranks and degrees in the Britifh nation. 
As men formerly became eminent in learned 
foe ie ties by their part* and acquilitions, 
they now diftinguilh thcmfelve* by the 
warmth 
and violence 
with 
which tiny 
efpoufe their rcfpe^live parties. 
Books are 
valued upon the like ronfiderations ; an 
abulive fcurrilous Ode palfes for fatire, and 
a dull fchcme of party notions is called fine 
writing. 
There Is one piece of fophiOr 
pra<f\ifcd 
bv b »th fides, and that is the taking any 
ii ai.dalous dory that Ins been ever whifprr- 
ed or invented of a private man, for a known 
undoubted truth, and raifing fastable fpecu- 
lations upon it. 
Calumnieft that have been 
never proved, or have been ofttn refuted, 
are the ordinary poftjlatums of thefc inli- 
in«'us fcnbbl rs, upon which they proceed, 
as unon fird principles, granted by all men, 
though in their hearts they know they are 
fille, or at bed very doubtful. 
When they 
have Iud tbefe foundations for frurrility, it 
is no wonder that their lupei druclure is evr- 
rv way answerable to them. 
It this lh*me- 
iefs practice of the .refenc age endures 
ouch longer, praif* and reproach will Cc a ft 
to be motives of action in ;r >*>d men.
